prominent pioneer stockman, former 
United States deputy m arshal and cit­ 
izen of Ada, was assassinated within 
half a mile of his home, eight mites 
south of here, last night about 8 
o’clock. 
His slayer stood behind a clump of 
trees near the road on which Mr. 
Bobbitt was traveling home. 
He was shot twice with buckshot 
from a shotgun. Mr. Bobbitt lived to 
in two hours after the shooting. He 
said he did not know his assagai », 
but thinks he was hired to kill him 
by bis old enemies. Bobbitt lived to 
describe the man pretty accurately, 
and the officers are sure they will 
get him. Mr. Bobbit came into Ada 
Saturday morning and did some trad­ 
ing and other business. He left here 
in a wagon about a p. rn. for his 
home. The shooting occurred in a 
lonely spot in the road along which 
Bobbit had to pass on his way home. 
Another man driving in a 
wagon 
only a few yards behind Bobbit saw 
the flashes of the gun and a man 
approach

fell out. 
A large crowd of Ada citizens went 
to the scene of the tragedy 
last 
night, and today the

The murderer was tracked through 
several fences toward Ada. where he 
is thought to have caught a train 
last night. 
The best clew so far is a pair of 
new wire cutters left at one place 
where he cut his 
way through a 
wire fence.

prominent pioneer stockman, former 
United States deputy marshal and cit- 
izen of Ada, was assassinated within 
hatt a mile of his homie, eight mifes 
south of here, last night about 
o'clock. 


His slayer stood behind a clump 


trees near the road on which Mr 
Bobbitt was traveling home. 


He was shot twice with bucksnot 


from a shotgun. Mr. Bobbitt lived to 
in two hours after the shooting. He 
said he did not know his assassin, 
but thinks he was .hired to kill him 
by his old enemies. Bobbitt lived to 
describe the man pretty accurately, 
and the officers are sure ;hey will 
get him. Mr. Bobbit came Into Ada 
Saturday moraine and did some trad- 
Ing and other business. He left here 
In a wagon about 5 p. m. for his 
home. The shooting occurred in a 
lonely spot In the road along which 
Booblt had to pass on his way home. 
Another man driving In a wagon 
only & few yards behind Bobbit saw 
the flashes of the gun and a man 
approach Bobbit's wagon after 
he 


fell out. 


A large crowd of Ada citizens went 


to the scene of the tragedy last 
night, and today the 
woods have 


been scoured in that vicinity. 


The murderer was tracked through 


several fences toward Ada, where he 


thought to have caught a train 


last night. 


The 'best clew so far is a pair of 


new wire cutters left at one place 
where he cut his way through a 
wire fence.

States deputy marshal, and 
while 


serving in that capacity made many 
enemies among outlaws who infested 
this country before statehood. It id 
thought the killing was planned by 
some old enemies to even scores.

He was shot twice with bucksnot 


from a shotgun. Mr. Bobbitt lived to 
in two hours after the shooting.

1iis assassin, in case he met death 
in the -way he did. 


The dead man had a host of friends
